The Transit Commission has directed 
the lengthening of local station plat- 
forms ohn the Interborough subway 
system to a minimum length of 480 
feet to accommodate ten-car trains. 

The decision to order this improve- 
ment for the relief of congestion was 
announced yesterday and was based 
upon an opinion by George McAneny, 
Chairman, in which Commissioner Le- 
Roy~-T. Harkness concurred. The or- 
ider provides that one-half the cost of 
constructon, approximately $6,000,000, 
shall be borne by the city and one-half 
by the Interborough Rapid Transit 
Company. The expense of new cara and 
equipment would bring the total cost 
to. the Interborough up to approxi- 
mately $22,000,000. General John F. 
O’Ryan, the third member of the com- 
mission, filed a dissenting opinion, in 
which he held that the commission had 
no legal power to issue an order. put- 
ting half the expense of construction 
upon the Interborough Company. - 

' Sets Aside Objections. 


In :his majority opinion, Mr. Mc- 
Angny set aside the contentions of the 
Interborough Company as expressed 

the hearings by James L. 
enbush, counsel for the com- 
pany, that the proposed lengthening of

Above the shrieking wind the motors 
reared back their defiance. It seemed 

a lifetime that we crouched there in 
J dark; then at last, hesitatingly, 
the light of dawn began to creep into 
the sky from the east, toward which 
we were -heading. From white it 


pased to gray, and then torose. White 
petals spread from that rose heart 
across the sky. Day had come. 

‘But day brought no relief. That red 
‘heart of dawn, which we had wel- 
comed, proved a traitor to all our 
hopes. We had thought of it as a 
beckoning lap, but it proved to ‘be a 
bomb. With a.tremendous explosion 
it shattered across the heavens, and 
only then did we know that what we 
had to suffer was only beginning. 
Chaos had returned. 


Every One Felt He Must Help. 


The sky above and the sea below 
us seemed like prison walls between 
which the wind howled terribly. But 
yet our motors gave back their growl- 
ing challenge. Up there in this dark 
daylight, between those banks of 
clouds, we seemed far more alone than 
in the dark. We were within an inner 
prison. But even then the spirit of 
flight ‘“‘got’’ us. .Our hearts thumped 
with the thumping of the. motors. 
Every man felt he must help. 

We fought, everyone of us, in his 
will‘and in his heart, for victory, just 
as the motors were fighting, just as 
Nobile in his cabin was directing our 
battle. And victory came to us. 

The wind, the only thing that had 
come to us up there, was now itself 
a prisoner. These clouds we had re- 
garded as our enemies began to shut 
it out. Its force could not break 
through them. Slowly it died, coming 
to us only in fitful. gusts, boiling up 
through the lower strata like giant 
streamers. They shook the Norge; they 
pitched her in the air sometimes, as a 


little boat is thrown on her. stern by 
the waves. But they could not beat 
her. Steadily, thunderingly, her motors 
drove her on, roaring out their com- 
mand over wind and sea. 

At seventy miles. an hour we tore 
through the clouds and mist. “But 
where were we going? That wassour 
next trouble. That fearful force of 
wind during the night had driven us 
miles out of our course. We were 
driving forward, but toward what? 
How far had we to go before we could 
get out of this abyss, which still 
threatened, but had not yet defeated? 


“Full Speed Ahead” Ordered. 


After our trials, this new course of 
doubt seemed more than we could bear. 
We felt we wanted to leap out and 


break that ceiling of clouds which shut | 


us out from sight of the earth. Our 


blood was so cold in our veins that we 
had to thump: ourselves to keep the 
circulation going. In doubt, and thus 
tormented, we still drove on. Every 
man’s hope was only that he would 
not be the first to yield. 

le we crouched thus, almost 
cowed, we heard above the wind and 
the motors the hoarse w of com- 
mand shouted from the bridge, ‘‘Full 
speed ahead.’’ Eleven hundred, 1,200, 
1,500 to the minuts, the order went. 
It seemed that we were going to drive 
full speed into the end of. space. But

Qtr motésman, a Tuscan of the 
strongest kind, murmured a little. He 
wanted to save his motors. With his 
levers he made: apologies to his en- 
gines. They understood. They _— 
like a team of horses, and we felt 
they were alive after that night of 
agony when they answered to his touch 
on the reins. 

Magnificently, powerfully, they thun- 
dered forward. We rushed through and 
out of clouds. In this tremendous race 
we had beaten them, and they hung 
behind us with their tongues*out uritil 
we could see them no more, excépt as 
threats on the horizon. It was noon 
when this great victory came to. us, 
and we emerged triumphant. 


Location Ynquiries Fail. 


Underneath us, at last, we could see 
the earth. But it was not a kindly 
earth. It seemed like a limitless polar 
desert. Gently we dropped to about 
300 feet to try to find our whereabouts, 
but it was useless; we vere still lost, 
and could distinguish nothing to give 
us our direction in that lifeless north. 

How long we ran like that over this 
desolation I could not measure. It 
seemed like another year of life. Then, 
at last, like Noah’s dove, we saw some 
trees. They uid not resolve orr doubts; 
they did not help us in the least, but, 
beside’them, soon we saw a cluster of 
houses, and that gave us hope. . 

Little wooden roofs, lost in that great 
space of ‘land; began to appear, poate 
tered widely. We could distinguish up 
turned faces, people staring at &. 
wondering what fearful thing it was 
that traveled through tho sky. * 

In their language we prepared mes-. 
sages asking that the people Wave us 
signs as to whether we were in Russia 
or elsewhere. We dropped them over, 
board as we glided earthward. But we 
got no response, though we lingered 
above them. Meanwhile evening was 
again on us, and it became vital to 
know whither we wer: heading. Then 
deliverance came. 


Vietory Achieved by Norge. 


We sighted a railroad line and we 
followed if. It seemed absurd that we 
should take our directions from a sta- 
tion signal, but that was our only 
hope. And we succeeded. With. our 
glasses we could read the name 
“Walk.” It ended our uncértainty. 
We knew now where we were. 

Walk, our maps showed WB; was in 
Esthonia. We could now. set our 
course. Our ship had won. Within an 
hour we could be in Gatschina, and so 
Wwe were. No ever ran’ better to 
time. It was dark then, but we could 
see their searchlights seeking us out in 
the sky. On the snow we could distin- 
guish soldiers standing ready to catch 
our ropes, and, not losing a moment, 
we dropped to earth like a sone. We 
had won and were safe. 

Like a tired horse the Norge was led 
into her stable.

| Have. come to make peace, if that is 
_ possible, and we are anxious that the 
| onférence actually should begin here, 


“If we delay much longer. here the 
Riffian people will become suspicious. 
They will-think we are waiting here 
“E gm secret conferencs with the Spanish 
-* ‘and French instead of going to Oudja, 

‘ as had been planned when Abd-el-Krim

Meeting an Informal One. 


The interview was held -yesterday: in 

_> the: residence of M. Gabrielli, the 
-French agent. The group of corre- 
epondents included Americans, English 
-gnd French. Two or three among them 
spoke Arabic and the meeting was suf- 
ficiently informal to allow the Riffian 
delegates to unbend from their Oriental 
reserve and speak quite intimately, al- 
—* h it was necessary to prod them 
requently with questions in order to 
ecstent them lapsing into sage silence. 

Caids Azerkane and Haddou sat on 

a divan in the living room. With them 

: 8* an English journalist who speaks 
Arabic fluently. Sometimes the con- 
versations went into. Spanish, which 
Azerkane and Haddou know, and into 
French, which Haddou speaks fluently. 

It was usually in the Moorish tongue, 
however, and occasionaHy Azakane de- 
parted from the harsh gutturals and 
snarling inflections of the Arabic to 
address a comment to Haddou in the 
soft ‘rolling speech of the Riff—a to- 

- tally different language at from 

: the ancient Phoenician. 

The youngest member of “the Riff 
delegation, Cheddig, who ig still in his 
early twenties, sat a little apart and 
appeared painfully emba ed. :Heis 
a@ tall, shy man, much fairer skinned 
than his colleagues and with marked 
beauty of feature and expression. Be- 
fore the conversation had finished’ he 
relaxed sufficiently to tell alittle of 

' his ideals tg an nee age the Riff into 
a prosperous member of the family of 
mations once peace is attained. . 

, Azerkane,' nicknamed the Little Bind, 
spoke with great freedom once the ice 

‘was’ broken. He is a short stocky, 
powerfully built man, middle aged, and}: 
reridowed with great force of character. 

. His face, generally bearing a mild 
@mile, seems. to, radiate child-like sim- 
plicity, and his‘large brown eyes seem 
melting with sympathy as he talks of 
the desire of his people for peace. But 
those same brown eyes mask an ex- 
ceedingly cunning and sifbtile brain, as 
the French Spanish diplomats 
dealing with. him have already 
learned. 

‘Haddou, ‘who has pone nerves as go- 
between for the Frénch and Abd-el- 

. Krim, .was completely at his ease, but 
left most of the talking to Azerkane. 

. It needs no discernment to see the 
wilyness* of Haddou: He is a ‘tall, 
spare man, with sharp, almost bird- 
like features, which his scanty pointed 
black beard intensifies. His eyes are 

* ‘keen and hard in ‘contrast with those 
. Of Azerkane and Cheddit. He is the 
Jean and hungry Cassius of the con- 
ference.

Abd-el-Krim’s downfall in order to 
comé,into power himself, did not reply. 
He shot a sidelong glance at his ques- 
tioner. and remained silent. 

“Doyou think the ‘present: negotia- 
‘tions will result finally in peace for 
the Riff?’ exclaimed Azerkane with 
an expression in his eyes that seemed 
to appeal for sympathy. He was hold- 
ing ‘the hand of his questiomer, as he 
_spoke—a Moorish habit when they are 
in earnest. conversation. As he took 
up -the difficulties of his fellow-tribes- 
men he gripped that hand hard, and 
his face expressed a struggle to put 
into ‘words the weight of the task 
which had fallen on him to treat with 
‘the Europeans. 

“Before. God we are all brothers,” 
Azerkane ‘continued with a sweeping 
gesture, including every one in the 
room—French, Americans, English and 
his own companions in their brown, 
rough, hooded robes such as are worn 
by Riffians of every degree, from 
Abd-el-Krim to the lowest herdsman. 
‘We -wish to live:as brothers with 
the rest of the world. We are fight- 
ing in self-defense. We did’ not at- 
tack. It was they who attacked us. 

“The Spanish came into our country. 
years ago. We did not invite them. 
We tried every peaceable way to get 
them out. ‘We tried every way to get 
arbitration. We are now fighting them 
only to preserve our.country. 

“We want peace and Abd-el-Krim 
instructed us to do everything in our 
power to reach an agreement. The 
Emir is now surrounded by men from 
each tribe awaiting news of whatever 
progress’ we make here.”’ 

Asked if there was any possibility 
of Abd-gl-Krim, coming personally to 
conduct the negotiations if the discus- 
sions reached an impasse. Azerkane 
smiled and shook his head negatively. 

“But if peace comes he probably will 
visit Europe,"”’ he said. 


’ Cheddit Tells of Plans. 
Cheddit in a short conversation out- 
lined what could be called the open 
door policy for the Riff once the fight“ 
ing was over. Cheddit.is chiefly inter- 


ested in problems of the future devel- 


opment of the Riff and is one of Abd-) 
el-Krim’s chief advisers in this phase. 

“We think the Riff is capable of 
great development,” said Cheddit; ‘‘but 
‘it ‘must come little by” little. First 
,we shall need good roads to unite the 
various parts of our country. In time 
I hope we will have railroads. We 
‘want to be accessible to the whole 
world and to be able to visit Paris, 
Morocco and other countries ourselves. 
We will have schools in time, for I 
believe the Rift is on the verge of a 
genuine awakening. But of course 
little can he done until we are at 
peace.”’ 

The Riffians expressed great interest 

at meeting people from far away 
America, of which they had heard 
much, and’ said some Riffians had 
even visited America. 
« M. Gabrielli, whose long preliminary 
conversations with Haddou made the 
Present, negotiations possible, was 
present’ at part of the interview, but 
did not make the’ slightest effort to 
direct the course of the questions or 
in any way to impede the fullest free- 
dom of ression on the part of the 
Riffians. e even left the room dur- 
ing: a large part of the conversation. 
The only repression exerted was done 
by “Azerkane himself, who once or 
twice warned Haddou when he feared 
he ‘was — to — an indiscreet 
remark.

PARIS, April 25. —‘La Carcasse, * al- 
though slated: on Paris billboards for 
another showing at the Comédie Fran- 
caise, was withdrawn tonight at the 
last minute by. the authors of the play. 
This comedy, which portrays the fam- 
ily mistfortunes of an aging man, 
aroused. public indignation because a 
retired General of the French Army, 
was the character portrayed in such 
unhappy’ :circumstances. 

A parliamentary debate resulted in 
voting down a motion reprimanding 
the ‘Minister of Education because’ of 
incidents which the play caused, the 
theatre. being financed by the State, 
and thus cleared by-a political ma- 
jority, the Minister said he would al- 
low the play to continue. 

_ The Prefect of Police was ordered 
to prevent a renewal of disturbances. 
The manager of the theatre said. he 
would continue the play, and with its 
fate apparently’ settled, the authors 
used their privilege of asking and ob- 
taining: its withdrawal 

Several hundred people were disap- 
pointed, as every seat, nook and 
cranny of the theatre’ was sold out 
Mong ‘before the doors opened. Some 
were... disappointed because they 
wanted to be shocked; others, because 
they wanted to see a good row,.and 
perhaps one or two who 
tickets, wanted ‘to see the play.

4 Tells of Suicides. 


David A. Brown, National Chairman 
of the campaign, said that 900,000 Jews 
in Poland alone were on the verge of 
starvation, and that this was nearly 
one-third of the entire Jewish popula- 
tion of Poland. 

“There have been more suicides 
among the Jews in Poland than had 
ever occurred there in five centuries,” 
he went.on. ‘‘They are men who were 
prosperous, who were engaged in in- 
dustrial pursuits, great \ merchants 
stripped of everything, willing to work 
at ‘any occupation as day laborers if 
need be, in order to gain a livelihood 
for their families, and they were un- 
able to find work. Everything was 
gone and their families going to de- 
struction and in despair they took their 
own lives to such an extent that the 
rabbis, in order to check this epidemic 
of self-destruction, have ‘forbidden the 
burial of suicides in Jewish cemeteries. 
’“*In' Russia the conditions are com- 
plicated by the fact that the economics 
of tHat country are such that com- 
‘merce is practically wiped out, that 
Lindustry is languishing, that the Gov- 
ernment acts on the theory of carry- 
ing on'the business of manufacturing, 
and in the meantime the Jews, who 
have by’ force of circumstances been 
compelled to devote themselves largely 
to commerce and to industry, have 
been unable to earn a livelihood.~ How- 
ever, ther f 
clouds of Russia due to the fact that 
the Russian Government recognizes 
that the very foundation of their eco- 
nomical existence depends upon agri- 
culture. It has hundreds of millions 
of fertile acres. Russia has put an 
end to ‘private owners’ of land, but 
it recognizes the right of anybody who 
esires to work.upon the land to en- 
gage in agricultural pursuits and has 
made aro discrimination between the 
Jew and nén-Jew in: that regard.”

PAROLE SYSTEMS 
CALLED BENEFICIAL 


Justice. Department Says Plan 
Restores Criminals to Useful 
Citizenship. 





Specialito The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, April 25.—An inves- 
tigation by the Department of. Justice 
into parole systems is declared to show 
that in a majority of States the plah is 
working well and helping to restore 
criminals to useful citizenship. of 
The aim of tne inquiry was to deter- 
mine whether the.system was. working 


well and indicated that the States were 
interested in the system. The parole 
authorities in sixteen States make 
monthly “visits to prisons, in seven 
\| States the visits are bimonthly, in 
five States quarterly and in several 
they ure from every six months. fo 
annually. 

A-statement by thé department con- 
cerning the inquiry says: 

“In regard to the. advantages be- 
lieved to-have come from the parole 
system .the returns show that many 
parolees are enabled by the system to 
resume their social obligations and aré 
restored to industrial and socia) life. 
That the system is an incentive to 
good behavior. the comment is made 
that ‘seldom are we obliged to re- 
commit after parole.’ The Iowa re- 
turns show that 83 per cent. of pa- 
rolees ‘are returned as good citizens 
each year.’ 

“In regard to the disadvantages of 
the system emphasis is laid in severa! 
reports upon the lact of..sympathetic 
cooperation and. helpfulness from the 
people; that there is difficulty in se- 
curing steady and suitable employment 
for parolees, and that:it is good: for 
first terms, but almost never for 
second termers; that there is need for 
more field supervision and, for a direct 
indeterminate sentence policy; that the 
sqntiment against the parole system is 
liable to- be aggrevated ‘whenever a 
parolee commits a crime. 

“The State reports indicate that 
there is criticism ofthe parole system, 
and some law enforcement officers are 
hot friendly to extending the pargle 
privilege to offenders.

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A SURPLUS FOR EXTRAVAGAN CE. 

That’ was a useful heart-to-heart 
breakfast which President Coo.ipcs 
had on Saturday with leading Senators 
and Representatives. The subject of 
discussion was Government economy. 
Attention was emphatically called to 
the fact that the expected surplus at 
the end of the fiscal year will be 
turned into’ a deficit if the tendency 
to extravagant appropriations by Con- 
gress is not checked. Bills pending in 
the House and having strong support 
call for an additional outlay of $360,- 
000,000. They are largely bills to in- 
crease pensions, retirement annuities 
and other things of that sort. If en- 
acted, they would bid tair to urido the 
saving to the taxpayers wrought byq 
the reduction of taxation, and would 
compel Congress at the next session 
to find new revenues in order to avert 
a deficit in 1927. The President let it 
be known that he is strongly against 
any such raid upon the prospective 
surplus, and will freely use his veto 
power, if necessary, in order to pre- 
vent it. 

The situation thus disclosed freshly 
Plystrates an old legislative evil. Law- 
makers cannot bear to leave a sav- 
ing in public expenditures untouched. 
Why save the people’s money in one 
direction except for the purpose of 
spending it in another? The very 
sight of a surplus excites the longing 
of a certain order of Congressional 
_ mind. Members of Congress cry out, 
in unconscious imitation of the his- 
toric Commissioner of Pensions: ‘Gop 
help the surplus! "’ If they can get 
at it, they will soon dissipate it. Little 
does it matter to them that they may 
interfere with the whole plan of Treas- 
ury finance. The intention is to apply 
the contemplated surplus to further 
“ yedemption of the public debt. There 
are heavy Government obligations soon 
to be met, and it is of the highest 
importance that the credit of the Gov- 
ernment be firmly established. The 
best way to do this is to keep down 
expenses, to build up the sinking fund, 
and to have money available for cut- 
ting down further the annual interest 
charges. All this orderly and sound 
procedure would be interfered with, if 
not destroyed, by a rush into extrav- 
egance in the last days of this session 
, of Congress. Mr. Coo.iipce does well 

‘to. sound a warning. There must be 

no haphazard meddling with the policy 
‘of economy if it is to be real and 

‘maintained.

\ CLOSE UP THE WAR DEBTS. 

Like a ghostly figure from the past, 
the question of ‘moral obligation’ 
{intruded itself into the Senate discus- 
sion of the Belgian debt settlement. 
Old promises, our former effusive 
bursts of friendship and of generos- 
ity, were alluded to. But the Senate 
put these aside and stuck by the 
principle of ‘‘ capacity to pay.’’ There 
would, indeed, be no end if citations 
ywere to-be made from what our pub- 
lic men said in 1917. ‘Senators and 
Representatives were then profuse in 
the pleasure which they took in plac- 
ing our credit at the service of the 
| Allies in the war quite careless of ulti- 
mate repayment. \ These expressions 
wére not, of course, legally binding, 
and to bring them up now could have 
no effect except to embarrass those 
who uttered them. All that is left for 
Congress is to forget, with as good 
a@ grace as possible, the former prot- 
estations, with the moral obligation 
implied, and vote to accept the re- 
maining debt settlements on the best 
terms that can be: obtained. 

It is manifest that the Senate is 
ready to do this. If the Italian debt 
settlement finally fought its way to: 
ratification, there is no reason for 
delaying the agreement with Belgium, 
or that with France which is so soon 
to be made public.

' The French Ggvernment is frankly 
desitous of pushing the matter to a 
conclusion. At the same timé that 
it is seeking a settlement here it is 
preparing to close one with England. 
Adjustment of her war debts is re- 
garded by France as a step essential 
to her complete financial restoration, 
including not only the balancing _of 
her budget, but the stabilizing of her 
currency. With this end in view, im- 
portant for us equally with France, 
there ought not to be an ungracious 
delay on the part either of our Debt 
Funding Commission or of Congress. 
The whole business clamors for set- 
tlement at an early date. We shall 
have had our contention sustained 
that the principal of the debts 
be recognized, whatever the various 
schemes of partial payment may be. 
With the whole thing quickly got 
out of the way,.as it should be, the 
later problems and sequels -of the 
war debts to America may be left for 
study and new decisions in their own 
‘ime.

ABOLISHING THE DEFENSE FORCES. 

Mr. Frazier of North Dakota, who 
was a warrior on the gridiron in his 
college days and is one of the most, 
athletic of Senators, has introduced 
@ proposal, in the form of an.amend- 
ment to the Constitution, to take from 
Congress its national defense and war- 
making powers and to deprive the 
people of their right to keep and bear 
arms, If the amendment were adopted, 
it would come after the Nineteenth 
Amendment, which conferred the right 
of suffrage upon women. The Sen- 
ator seems to be of the opinion 
that the ‘women voters of the. country 
want to abolish war, so far as the 
United States is concerned, by scrap- 

ping; the army and navy and torbid- 
ding appropriations for the support of 
armed forces on land and sea. His 
amendment declares war ‘‘ illegal.’’ 
The United States is not to: prepare 
for an ‘‘ armed conflict’’ within or 
beyond its borders... 

In talking about his amendment 
Senator Frazier said that it was just 
like a measure which the Women’s 
Peace Union of New York City had 
advocated for.two years. -To keep 
himself in ‘countenance, he used the 
argument of that . 
when the Constitution was adopted 


as right, necessary and expédient.’’

vasion by German troops. At that 
time Denmark had a national militia 
resembling the Swiss Army, and not 
even clergymen were exempt from 
service. 

As the Frazier constitutional amend- 
ment will make no serious impression 
on the country, it might be ignored 
but for the fact that just now there 
seems to be an organized attempt to 
discredit the Reserve Officers’ Train- 
ing Corps, upon which the nation 
would have to depend in the.emer- 
gency of war; to condemn the citizens’ 
training camps, to disregard the Na- 
tional Defense act, and generally. to 
convince the people that prepared- 
ness is unnecessary. It is an un- 
healthy condition when army and 
navy officers’ who knaw and abhor 
war, men of ideals-and character, are 
finding it difficult to get a hearing for 
preparedness and national security.

MUSSOLINI’S FOREIGN POLICIES. 

M. BruNp. has refused to join the 
French Socialists in crediting an Italian 
menace to the peace of Europe, Look- 
ing beyond Mussorini’s “ somewhat 
vigorous ’” assertion of Italy’s rights 
and. aspirations,. the. French Premier 
finds that the Fascist foreign policy 
in practice has certainly not affected 
Franco-Italian relations for the worse. 
**I stick to realities,’’ said M. Briann, 


**and the. diplomatic conversations: 


“show. a great spirit of cooperation 
“‘between the two peoples.’’ 

On this point there is evidence more 
solid than the current diplomatic con- 
versations. Winder Musso.ini the bitter 
jealousies between the two Latin na- 
tions which flared up on the morrow 
of the armistice have been abated. A 
not unimportant element in prolonging 
the reparations crisis, as between 
France and Germany, was the fact 
that Italy was usually found siding 
with Germany and thus encouraging 
her in illusions which made a meeting 
of minds difficult. The Italian Nirm 
was the most virulent critic of French 
policy and of the entire war settle- 
ment. But since Mussocini’s advent 
Italy has been in the main on the 
side of France in the developments 
leading to the Dawes settlement and 
the Locarno agreements, She has 
played. her part. in the enormously 
bettered, situation as between France 
and Germany. 

Of Mussorryt, then, it may be said 
that. after his unfortunate début in 
the Corfu episode his foreign policy 
has not been inflammatory. Always 
one must distinguish, as M. BRIAND 
did; between MussOLIN1’s practice in 
this field and the wild and whirling 
Fascist idiom to which he. finds it 
politically necessary to resort. When 
the occasion offered he has sprinkled 
cold water on the fevergd Italian 
brows that teem. with ideas. about 
winning back Savoy and Nice and 
Corsica from the French and large 
slices of territory from the Yugoslavs. 
With the latter he is pursuing a policy 
of amity. Even if he cherishes the 
ambition to make himégelf the leader 
of a great Italo-Slav bloc and so wrest 
the hegemony in Southern and Eastern 
Europe from France, it is a faitly re- 
mote and academic. question. For the 
near future there is a decided gain | 
in the establishment of concord on 
the front so long troubled by the 
Fiume quarrels. If Mussotin1 will 
cement ‘peace with Belgrade, the Con- 
tinent can take a chance on his fall- 
ing. out some day with Paris. 

‘The Fascist doctrine is one which 
peoples habituated to democracy can- 
not accept as a permanent system. of 
government and certainly not as ap- 


plicable to themselves. But the Fascist. 


rhetoric prevails in more or less modi- 
fied form everywhere in Europe. It is 
post-war Statesmen and 
— ————— foreign statesmen 
and Parliaments with a candor which 
would have. been inconceivable before | 
the war. It is a method that has its 
advantages over the old proprieties and 
secret diplomacies. If there is to be 
speaking out in public, the world -must 
readjust its ‘nervous: reactions to’ the 
new fashion. . It is unreasonable to de- 
mand that statesmen shall be out- 
spoken and then to take-alarm at their 
frankness. it is the new style in inter- 
national conversation. _

rises as high as 75. On Long Island, 
and especially over the week-ends, it 
must be even greater. The central 
and southern speedways will be chief- 
ly used by people out for golf or for 
ocean ait and bathing; but so far as 
possible they -will seek the higher 
and more picturesque ground and be 
‘planted with borders of green. Espe- 
cially admirable is the committee's 
suggestion that they be planned to 
avoid existing systems of local roads, 
and also to relieve these where they 
have already been invaded by through 
traffic. 

The ‘northern section of the island 
presents a peculiar and highly interest-. 
ing problem. The terrain’is hilly, mak- 
ing necessary broad curves and. con- 
siderable grades. The land is. already 
occupied, especially in Nassau County 
and in Northwestern Suffolk; by com- 
pact communities of Summer resi- 
dents. The committee tactfully avoids 
the burning question of the new 
Northern State Parkway proposed by 
the: Long Island Park Commission, 
which is indeed not relevant to the 
present discussion, but make it 
abundantly evident that separate. bus!- 
ness. express roads are impossible and 
that, in general, new. speedways are 
impracticable. The need of business 
roads will be lessened by the fact that

As for the gross expense of such a 
development, it would mount to figures 
little short of staggering. The com- 
mittee. wisely refrains from: any esti- 
mate. But it removes all doubt that 
only courageous foresight and wise 
planning can save us from rapidly in- 
créasing congestion and disorder, with 
an ultimate expense still greater... -

COST OF ORCHESTRAL MUSIC. - 

The announcement that the Phil- 
harmonic Society and the Philadelphia 
Orchestra will raise the prices of their 
tickets for next season’s concerts will 
not surprise any who know existing 
conditions, The New York Symphony 
Society has been able to avoid this step 
by going to @ larger auditorium, which, 
whatever its other qualities may be, 
has the valuable one of holding larg- 
er audiences. This increase of prices 
touches a matter that affects all the 
dozen ‘great concert orchestras. in this 
country. They are all doing admi- 
rable work, work that in some respects 
is not matched by some of the most 
distinguished orchestras in Europe. 
But it is a very expensive task. As a 
result these orchestras are confronted 
by both a condition and a theory. 

The condition is that their work is 
carried on at an enormous cost. The 
theory is that orchestral concerts are 
of a sort that puts them in a class 
with public -libraries, art) museums, 
universities; they are “ educational in- 
stitutions '’; they are in a way “af- 
fected with a ‘public interest’’ and, 
like libraries, museums and - universi- 
ties, should not be expected to “ pay.’’ 
This state of affairs has grown up 
gradually within the memory of con- 
certgoers now living, from the day of 
small things when there were few con- 
certs,. smaller orchestras and (com- 
paratively) modest conductors. There 
has been a gfeat expansion in the 
number of concerts, requiring the 
whole time of the players, and in the 
size of the orchestras. Orchestral 
musicians: have become increasingly 
conscious of the principle that the 
laborer is. worthy of his hire, enlarg- 
ing their demands with entire justifi- 
cation and in accordance with an eco- 
nomic law which their union organi- 
zatién has enabled them rigorously to 
enforce. At the same time came the 
portentous appearance of the “prima 
donna condu.tor,”’ still more inexor- 
able in. his demands, based on the 
principle of “scarcity value.’’ 

As all this went on the price of 
concert tickets was: scarcely raised,: or 
in no corresponding proportion. The 
public was invited to come to con- 
certs at prices that could not: possibly 
‘| meet their cost,-even if every seat at 
every performance was filled. At the 
same time the opera, ‘the theatres, 
the moving pictures, the prizefights 


s| and boxing matches and hockey games 


increased-thelr prices. in a manner to 
make them “pay,” and with scarcely 
an audible mutmur from those who 
paid. In the meantime private munifi- 
cence was strained to the utmost to 
provide the finest possible orchestral 
playing for the musical public. 
It is obvious that something must 
happen. ‘The increase in prices is

not so well able, but it would be in- 
teresting to get exact information how 
liberally this section patronizes the 
correspondingly cheaper seats in the 
opera house and theatres. There is 
a kind of superstition that the public 
must be brited or coaxed to accept 
orchestral music, which they don’t 
really. like, in place of the opera or 
theatre or “ movies,’’ which they do, 
because orchestral music is so much 
better for them. If there ever was a 
time when this was more than a su- 
perstition, there is reason to think it 
is past. People who like music like 
it as much as anything: else. There 
is undoubtedly a problem here. An 
increase of prices fully to meet the 
cost of orchestral music would very 
likely depopulate the concert halls. It 
would be a hardship to some. There 
would no doubt be others who would 
be willing to show that they are too 
proud to accept the charity that gives 
them what they want at a fraction of 
its cost, But there will be a healthier 
state of affairs through a change 
that will come nearer to balancing 
the budgets: of the orchestral or- 
ganizations. 


FOR CRIPPLED CHILDREN, 


The approach of Child Health Day 
should win fresh attention to the re- 
port and appeals of ‘the Association 
for the Aid. of Crippled Children, It 
has just’ completed twenty-five .years 
‘of beneficent work. Starting in 1900 
with a little class of six, its activities 
have ‘extended to the treatment and 
nursing care of more than three thou- 
sand crippled children. It- provides 
for their being carried to hospitals 
and dispensaries, and does what it can 
to secure subsequent. convalescent 
care. So great has been the ddvance 
of plastic surgery, and so. skillful is 
now the treatment of crippling caused 
by malnutrition, disease or accident, 
that the rebuilding of the physical life 
of thousands of unfortunate children 
is today possible where in former 
times lifelong disablement was the 
only prospect before them. It is hard 
to conceive of a more humane and in- 
telligent charity than one which makes 
such relief and recovery available for 
so many helpless people. The Asso- 
ciation for the Aid of Crippled Children 
is especially anxious at the present 
tir: that its ability to do more follow- 
up work should be enlarged. Not only 
Summer outings for/a limit 
are needed, but the permanent estab- 
lishmentt of a home in the country for 
convalescents. The association main- 
tains about a-dozen branch and dis- 
trict offices in the city, and its officers 
and directors, most of whom are 
women, should not fail of public sup- 
port in their appealing and effective 
work.

In the pre-scientific age a vast 
number of superstitions and misappre- 
hensions gathered around the whole 
subject ‘of wihd and precipitation. In 
spite of this there were certain folk, 
and especially. sailors, who could do 
pretty fair predicting as to what the 
clouds were going to do in the next 
few hours and what the direction of 
the wind and its strength. were to be. 

It was the telegraph that made real 
weather prediction possible, for it en- 
abled the concentration at central 
points of reports from many places. The 
meteorologist, however, does not say 
much about “‘storms.” He sees them 

as “cyclones, ** by which he means not 
—— or hurricanes, but circular 
movements of air, often a thousand 
miles in diameter and always revolv- 
ing, in this hemisphere, against the 
hands of the clock. 

Plotting the course of cyclones is all 
there is to weather forecasting worthy 
of the name—of all except that based 
on turkey bones, woodchuck emer- 
gencies and the thickness of beaver 
houses—all mere nonsense, that is. 

Prediction at its best is not yet an 
exact science, but failures have now 
been réduced to sbout 10 per cent., 
and even the failure not of the

While I am. ~nermally averse to pre~ 
cipitating useless altercations, and 
while I am fully cognizant that such 
rebuttals as this are at best petty and 
trivial, yet J cannot refrain from tak- 
ing exception to a 1 published in 
your paper on Wedn last by a 
lady from. Winchester, Mass. 

‘The text of her communication was 
the present prohibition. hearing, her 
proposition being the paucity of inter- 
ests represented by the advocates of 
modification. To quote from her let- 
ter; ‘Silent are the farmérs, silent are 
the. churches, silent are the women’s 
organizations. * * * At the ‘dry’ hear- 
ings we see appearing almost all the 
great organizations of the nation— 
churches, women’s. organizations, 
farmers, &c.'} While of the advocates 
of mi on she said: ‘It is princi- 
pally gentlemen from New York and 
Chicago.” 

Now. if there are three smugly 
short-sighted groups they are the 
churches, the women’s clubs and the 
farmers.~ 

It seems to be one of the tenets of 
governmental -theory that the func- 
tions of Church-ana State should be 
wholly divorced. In France, Italy and 
Germany. this is completely so; in 
England practically so, for although 
bishops may sit in the House of 
Lards, ‘their lack of power is absurd 
and many of them can only votedn a 
tie. Even Turkey, whose government 
was so long shackled by the Koran, is 
now seeking’ emancipation. Here alone 
‘is there retrogression, and our clergy 
insist on meddling in politics in a way 
never contemplated by our forefathers. 
May we not construe this browbeating 
of legislators by the clergy as an ad- 
mission that the power of the pulpit 
per se is declining and that the only 
way the church can now impose -its 
code of ethics on its members is by 
legislation? The two greatest enemies 
of modification are the clergy and the 
bootleggers, but they surely make a 
far. more unholy alliance than- Metter- 
nich ever dreamed of. 

Almost as narrow are the women’s 
organizations. The ladies, recently en- 
franchised, are determined to clean up 
things and by legislation give us a 
utopian civilization in a few sessions 
of Congress. But unlike Henry VIII 
and-the breach with Rome, they have 
not learned to weigh the evils and to 
\count the cost. Nevertheless, it is 
even then salutary to note that enough 
of them seemed to be “wet”? for the 
prohibition issue to be dodged at their 
St. Louis convention recently. 

A worthy member of this triumvi- 
— is the farmer. He is brought up 

to regard urban civilization as the 
epitome of iniquity, while his outlook on 
natiorial affairs seldom extends beyond 
his owh county. Most recent pater- 
nalism is of rural growth; the referén- 
dum, the recall, direct primary, yes, 
even prohibition itself, along with 
other quack panaceas for our national 
ailments, may be traced to rural or- 
igins. It is in- the farming Middle 
West that the slogan “I am my 
brother’s keeper” has received almost 
unanimous acceptance, 

Against these myopic cohorts are 
“the gentlemen from New York and 
Chicago."" Perhaps if these gentlemen 
were allowed more freedom of their 
opinions, our nation would be a true 
demiocracy and not, to quote Disraeli, 
“an aristocracy of blackguards.” 

In short, then, my thesis is that this 
present struggle may be regarded as 
one with the forces of intolerant unen- 

lightenment, prudish bigotry and cant- 
ing hypocrisy on the one hand, against 
the forces.of moderation, erudition and 
foresight on the other.

‘ What the Manhattan Surface Line 
Operators’ Traffic Committee is trying 
to drive home to the people of New 
York City is that their traffic problem ~ 
will be solved’ when, and only when, © 
its primary cause is recognized and a 
suitable remedy applied. 

It will not be-solved by demolishing 
hundreds of millions of dollars’ worth 
of masonry from one end of Manhattan 
Island to the other in order to con- 
struct new thoroughfares. 

It will not be solved by chopping 
down trees and encroaching on our 
open spaces in order to lay new miles 
of asphalt. 

It will ‘not be solved by — 
over street intersections or by build- 
ing elevated roadways or by reducing 
the width of sidewalks or by lopping 
off ornamental! fronts from residences. 

Each of these proposed remedies 
‘will, it is true, increase the carrying 
capacity of our streets, but what then? 

Fifth Avenue was widened some 
dozen years ago and today is ‘more’ 
congested than ever. More recently 
First Avenue was transformed into a 
wide, well-paved thoroughfare.. La- 
fayette Street, Park Avenue ané 
Varick Street have all been utilized in 
the city’s quest for additional lanes 
of vehicular travel.

In yesterday’s Timms I read your 
editorial entitled ‘‘Needless Hunt- 
ing and Fishing Laws’’ with much in- 
terest. Needless to say, we differ on 
many points. I do not regard Gov- 
ernor Smith as omnipotent or blessed 
with knowledge of all things generally. 

I agree with Colonel Roosevelt that 
we have too many laws.’

No one 
man or committee of men could devise 
conservation laws for all sections of 
the State any, better than is. being 
done at the present time under present 
conditions. The State is so big and 
mre are so different in each par- 

section: these are the reasons 
for many conservation laws.

Following Dr. Coffin’s statement’ to 
his congregation E. W. Dayton, ap- 
pointed by the joint boards of the 
church, read a resolution regretting 
his resigning the pastorate but con- 
gratulating him and wishing him god- 
speed in his future office.

STOCKHOLM, Sweden, April 25.— 
Ellen Key, the author, died on Satur- 
day night in her country home by Lake 
Vettern, Middle Sweden. She had been 
suffering from arterio sclerosis and 
cerebral hemorrhages. for two. days, 
being totally paralyzed and without 
the power of speech. 


Miss Key was a lecturer of great 
fervor and in_her writings was noted 
for originality. Because of her in- 
tellect and moral teachings she was 
known as the “Pallas of Sweden.”’ 

She was the daughter of Emil Key 
and Countess Sophia: Posse. She lived 
in her own house, built on a. small 
piece of ground owned by the State. 
In 1880, when her father lost his for- 
tune, Miss Key began her work of 
teaching and lecturing among. tne la- 
boring’ people. 

Wrote Thirty Books. 


“Her Century of Childhood,’ pub- 
lished in 1901, comprises a philosophi- 
cal survey of the progress of clemen- 
tary education in the nineteenth cen- 
tury.* In her own and other languages 
she has written about thirty works. 

Miss Key was born in 1849 in 
Sundsholm, Smaland, of a family of 
landed gentry and statesmen in which 
were blended strains of Scotch and 
English blood. : 

After, being educated at home she 
became, in her twentieth year, secre- 
tary to her father, a member of the 
Riksdag. In 1870 she became a con- 
tributor to periodicals on literary, his- 
torical and sociological gubjects. 

After she began teaching she also 
lectured and wrote at°the People’s In- 
stitute, Stockholm, and elsewhere from 
1880 to 1899. Much of her time from 
1899 to 1910 she spent outside Sweden. 
The widespread sale of her books en- 
abled her afterward to have a perma- 
nent home for herself in Sweden.. 


Opinions Roused Criticism. 


While often criticized’ for her ad- 
vanced opinions, Miss Key commanded 
the admiration of Maeterlinck, Ber- 
nard-Shaw, George Brandes, Havelock 
Ellis and other notables. She was an 


ardent feminist, and had views of love 
and marriage which condemned at cer- 
tain points old moral standards. 

America excited the keen interest of 
Miss Key. For many American writers 
she had great.. admiration.

Mayor Declares Population Must Be 
Redistricted if It Is to Be 
Comfortable and Happy. 


t 
Speaking yesterday afternoon at the 

‘West Side Y. M. C. A., Mayor Walker 
announced that he would make public 
this week the names of the committee 
which is to make a general survey of 
“; the city. 

: Leaders in the religious, labor, edu- 

cational and social fields, according to 

.» the Mayor, will be asked to cooperate 

_ with the committee, to ascertain what 
is needed in the way of housing and 
city planning. He said the committee 
‘would be non-partisan, the selections 
being made only because of ability and 
a willingness to serve. , 

What the city needs, the Mayor de- 
Clared, is a scientific distribution of 
its population so that all may live com- 
fortably and be happy. He predicted 
that the recommendations of the com- 
mittee might involve colossal changes 
in the redistribution of the population, 
but asserted that such changes would 
be economical in the long run because 
of the benefits accruing to all. 

The Mayor said the city’s problems 
on transit and education are only ele- 
ments in the larger problems of hous- 
ing and planning. He said the survey 
committee would begin to function 
next week. The Mayor explained that 
although ‘‘a politician of the old-fash- 
jioned schools” he was endeavoring to 
give the city the best administration 

its history. ‘‘I ve determined to 
Xe the best Mayor this city ever had,” 
he said. “I probably won’t make the 
grade, but that’s the way I am start- 
ing out.’’ 

In administering the affairs of the | 
city, the, Mayor said he would not be] 
“a Democrat or Republican.” His 
only idea, he said, was to do what the 
people of New York expected of him. 
He asserted that the best way to gov- 
ern the city was to let the people 
alone as much as possible. So long 
as they observe the laws, he said,. 
they were not to be interfered with. 

The Mayor said that while he has 
been appointing Democrats to office, 
no appointee would be permitted to 
remain in» the municipal service who 
did not perform his work faithfully. 
He said he was ready at all times to 
accept suggestions, and if found iſtac- 
tical hewould carry them out. 

_. During the question period that fol- 
lowed, the Mayor said the municipal 
authorities were doing ——— pos- 
gible to abate the soft, coal nuisance, 
were standing back of the police in 
the proper performance of their duties,

The other is 
the mass meeting of strikers at Wal- 
lington. The meeting will vote on 
whether Albert Weisbord, ‘Harvard 
Law School graduate and. leader of 
the United ‘Front Committee, shall 
take his place as a representative on 
any committee that may attempt to 
mediate the strike in the near future. 

The temporary injunction obtained 
by the Forstmann-& Huffmann Com- 
pany will be argued before Vice Chan- 
eellor Bentley. The United Front 
Committee has emphasized the. im- 
portance of the hearing by engaging 
Professor Felix Frankfurter of Har- 
vard University and State Senator Al- 
exander. Simpson’ to represent the 
strikers. 

Professor Frankfurter is an author- 
ity on labor law and has been partic- 
ularly interested in the use of the in- 
junction in labor disputes. Senator 
Simpson sponsored the measure passed 
last mon by the State Legislature 

making the issuance of injunctions 
against strikers illegal. The act, how- 
ever, does not go into effect until July.

Injunction Is Sweeping. 


According to the United Front Com- 
mittee the temporary injunction is one 
of the miost drastic ever issued in the 
United States. It restrains the strikers 
from carrying on picketing, from at- 
tempting to induce workers in the 
plant to quit, and from carrying on by 
conference and through the raising of 
money any strike activities against the 
mill. None of the other mills are 
joined with the Forstmann & Huff- 
mann Company in the action.

planned by Governor A. Harry Moore, 
ahd which was called off when he 
learned Weisbord had been elected by 
the United Front Committee to repre- 
sent the strikers.

Victim Hit by Bullet as He Opens 
Door to Admit Member Whom 
Thugs Had Trailed.

Thieves Were Bent on Holding Up 
Card Players in Guttenberg, N. J. 
—Pisto! Found-After Flight. 


Martin Battle Jr., a member of the 
Hudson County, N. J., Democratic 
County Committee, was shot and killed 
early yesterday morning during an at- 
tempted hold-up at the Wall Athletic 
Club, 187 Twenty-seventh Street, Gut- 
tenberg, N. J., where a card game was 
in progress. - Another club member 
was shot through the left shoulder. 

Battle was 34 years old and a veteran 
of the World War. He lived at. 321 
Twenty-sixth Street, Guttenberg. He 


two daughters, Margaret, 7 years old, 
and Eleanor, 4; three brothers, four 
sisters and a mother and father. He 
had been employed at the Charles 
Simes Paper and Envelope Company 
at 22 West Fifteenth Street, Manhat- 
tan. 

The story of the shooting as told to 
the Guttenberg police by “Louis Pfeis- 
ter, a member of the club, who lives 
at 334 Twenty-seventh Street, North 
Bergen, was as follows: 

Pfeister weat to the club, a one-story 
frame building in the rear yard of a 
home owned by William Drapp, early 
in the morning. <A pinochle game and 
@ poker game were going on at the 
time. The rear yard was dark, and 
just: before Pfeister reached the club- 
house door two men leaped at him 
from behind and one pressed a pistol 
in his back. 

‘Keep .right on walking and don’t 
turn your head,” ordered the man tries 
the pistol. 


Pfeister obeyed and knocked at the 
door of the club. Battle cama to the 
door and peered through a tiny win- 
dow in it. He saw Pfeister but ap- 
parently did not get a glimpse of the 
two robbers. 

As Battle opened the door, accord- 
ing to Pfeister’s story, the two men 
tried to push Pfeister into the club 
house and enter behind him. Battle 
attempted to slam the door and as he 
‘did so the stranger. with the pistol 
fired and shot Battle through the 
heart. As he fell dead the door 
slammed shut and the men were locked 
out, but with Pfeister inside. 

Pounding at the door for a moment, 
the robber with the pistol fired one 
shot through it. The bullet struck 
Felix Saldarini, 34 years old, of. 420 
Twenty-seventh Street, North Bergen. 
a club member who had been watch- 
ing one of the card games. The pair 
balked in their efforts to get in, then 
fled into the darkness. 

Saldarini was taken to the North 
Hudson Hospital. His collarbone was 
fractured by the bullet. His condition 
was serious but not critical. Gutten- 
berg police took up a search for the 

r a short time after the shoot- 

but found no trace of them. They 
did find a pistol and several éxploded 
cartridges under a hedgé on Twenty- 
seventh Street, two blocks from the 
clubhouse. 

‘The club has a membership of about 
twenty. In telling about the card 
games, Charles Schroeder of 138 Twen- 
ty-seventh Street, Guttenberg, the 
President said: We use the kitty 
to pay the rent with. We only play

THE PASSING OF ZIP 


Hundreds View Body of Best. 
Known Freak, Who Di 
84 From Pneumonia. 


DICKENS GAVE HIM TITLE 

“What \ Is it?” Author Asked 

Barnum Museum; and That 
Phrase Stuck to Zip. 


Lying in state in the Campbell Fu- 
neral Church at Broadway and Sixty- 
sixth Street, the body of William Henry 
Johnson, who died at Bellevue Hospi- 
tal’ late Saturday night, was viewed 
yesterday by hundreds of persons 
Few who filed past knew that his nanie 
was Johnson. To thousands of. per- 


he was “Zip—What Is It?’ one of the 


many citizens of the Congress 
Strange People of Barnum & Bailey’s 
Ringling Brothers’ Circus. 

It was love of the circus that brought 
about Zip’s death at the ripe age of 84. 
Vrhen the circus moved into the New 
Madison Square Garden a few weeks 
ago, Zip was at his home ill from lobar 
pneumonia and bronchitis. He con- 
tracted the malady during the Winter 
when he was appearing in the circus 
scene of “Sunny” at the New Amster- 
dam Theatre. - 

Against the advice of his physician 
and his manager, Captain O. 
White, he insisted on taking his place 
with Jim Carver, the Texas giant; 
Major Mite, the smallest man in the 
world; the Ambassadors from Mars; 
‘Cliko, the African bushman, and other 
strange people in the circus sideshow. 
To him the circus was life, It was 
the life he-had led for more: than 
sixty years and he knew no other. 


Helped Barnum to Fortune. 


Zip was one of the rocks on which 
the late P. T. Barnum laid the foun- 
dation of his fortune. He was one 
of the first freaks exhibited by the 
veteran showman back in the '60s. 
The small, stunted figure, with dark 
skin, protruding nose and queer conical 
head with a tuft of shaggy hair at 
the top, was one of the headliners 
of the old Barnum Museum that has 
long since disappeared from its old 
stand at Broadway and Anne Street. 

He owed his nickname to Charles 
Dickens, who on visiting the museum, 
gazed for the first time at Zip and 
exclaimed ‘‘What is it? 

Zip’s home was in Bound Brook, 
N. J., where he owned a farm, but in 
the city he-was cared for by Captain 
White, who acted not only as manager, 
but also as his protector and guardian. 

It was only last Summer that Zip 
played the part of a hero in real life. 
He was then appearing at Coney Is- 
land, and one Sunday afternoon a 
seven-year-old girl, paddling in the 
water, got “out a little too far. Zip, 
taking a stroll between his appear- 
ances at Dreamland, heard the little 
girl’s frightened cries, ran out and 
picked her up and brought her in to 
the beach. 

Among the circus people Zip was one 
of the most popular of the thousands 
who spend their time under the “big 
top."” He was, agreeable and notin 
the least bellicgse. His favorite diver- 
sion was to steal quietly to a corner 
and strum on his violin, his most cher- 
ished possession. He had owned it 
for more than a quarter of a century. 
He could not play any tunes but con- 
tented himself in drawing the bow 
across the strings, producing weird 
noises that. pleased himself. 


Called Himself “Missing Link.”

Think of buying a history of 
yesterday’s doings and sayings in all 
the world, political, personal, musical, 
Raval, military, a history as large as 
an ordinary book, for two, three or 
four cents. 

“Its freedom makes the press both 
an instrument of righteousness and 
ustice and an instrument of evil and 
nju’tice.

COMMODITY PRIGES. FALLING 





Business Reportéd Sound, Stocks 
Firm and a General Depres- 
\’ sion Unlikely. . > 





There are evidences that business has 
entered a period ¢ readjustment ‘sim- 
ilar to the declining movements in. the 
Spring of 192 and‘ 1024, according to 
the’ current issue of the Guaranty 
Survey, issued by the Guaranty Trust 
Company of New York. : 

The decline: in stock and commodity 
prices have been somewhat more 
marked than. those of a year and two 
years ago, but the decline in general 
business actiyity has been less pro- 
nounced, the Survey says. There has 
been no indication of a renewal of last 
month’s . weakness in stock prices. 
Commodity prices, on the otherthand, 
have continued to fall sharply and, ac- 
cording to some observers, this ‘has 
been due’ to international influences 
and wil! probably continue until thé 
price levél of this country more closely 
conforms to that of other countries 
than it has in the past few years. 

‘Present conditions warrant the be- 
lief,’’ the Survey says, ‘that the busi- 
ness recession will be moderate and 
that it will not extend over a long 
period. Despite the high level. of in+ 
dustrial activity. that has obtained. 
since ‘last Summer,. the situation in 
most of the commotity markets is es- 
sentially sound. While the readjust- 
Ment in some industries’ may be rather 
‘sharp, there is little ground for antici- 
pating the advent of a general de- 
pression. The probability is rather 
that the trend will be similar te those 
of ‘the last two years, with a short 
Cown-swing followed by quick re- 
covery. , 

“It does not seem likely, however, 
that most, branches of business will ex- 
perience “so sharp a curtailment as 


of 1924. Published statements for the 
first quarter of the year’show that in- 


that business has teen free from infla- 
tion of éxcesses, and that a strong 


will underlie the situation.”

try to arrange it.. When the proposi- 
tion -was put up to the favored steel 
man to cut his ‘price to meet that of 
the lowest+bidder or at least to ap- 
proximate it, the steel man’s reply was. 
at when the bid was made it had 
been carefully figured from the plans 
and that’ was the lowest price he could 
do the job for, and if he could not have 
it at his figure hé would lose the job 
rather than alter his estimate, and he 
lost the job to the lowest bidder. 

In exactly the same manner the 
structural steel contracting business of 
New York City has purged itself of 
the dangerous practice of contracting 
blindly- for structural steel for use in 
the erection of buildings without the 
aid of finished plans. No one now 
furnishes estimates for structural steel 
unless complete steel plans are first 
submitted by the architect or engineer 
—a practice which, eight months. ago 
was far more general-than exceptional 
in this city. . Today ‘“‘bungle bidding’’ 
and “sketch bidding’ have been en- 
tirély removed from the steel business 
and it is the intention of the Structural 
Steel Board of Trade to see to it that 
the new standard of practice is main- 
tained.
